Former assistant says 
files kept from Hoover 


LOS ANGELES iU P Ii — A former assistant to J. Edgar Hotjver said 
wiretap files were moved to the White House because the late FBI director 
“was not of sound mind” and it was feared he might try to blackmail the 
President, the Los Angeles Times reported today. 
“That fellow was a master blackm ailer and he did it with considerable 
linesse, despite the deterioration of his mind,” the Tim es quoted William C. 
Sullivan as saying. 
.Sullivan was assistant director of the FBI but fought with Hoover over the 
bureau’s policies. Hoover forced him to retire in (K'tober, 1971, Sullivan is 
now director of the Office ol National Narcotics Intelligence of the 
Department ol Justice. 
The FBI wiretap tiles lound in a White Hou.se safe were never officially 
part of the bureau s records, Sullivan told the Tim es. 
ll(M)ver “ told me to keep them m yself and have them ready lor him 
available any time he wanted them. I liad them in a file cabinet in my office, 
but they were never summarized or recorded in the FBI files,” Sullivan 
said, according to the Tim es 
“ Hoover wasn't of .sound mind...EveryfxHly wfio had anything to do with 
HiMiver knew that he was no longer rational, he was doing the strangest 
things, like going into a rage,” Sullivan .said.

CAPE KENNEDY (DPI i - The 
power-short Skylab space station 
ran into serious new troubles today 
when it started overheating in orbit, 
raising new problems for the launch 
of its first three astronauts. 
The crewm en, Charles “ P ete” 
Conrad, Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul 
J. Weitz, flew back to Houston to 
help 
flight planners 
attempt 
to 
salvage what they can from the 
mission. 
The 
overheating 
apparently 
developed from the loss of the space 
station’s thin aluminum meteoroid 
.shield during launch Monday. The 
shield was coated with special sun- 
reflecting paint. 
“ It’s plenty warm in there,” said 
flight director Neil B. Hutchinson in 
Houston. “The cluster is hot. It is a 
problem.” 
But Hutchinson .said the problem 
did not appear insurmountable at 
this time. 
The astronauts’ launch up to the 
lab, originally set for today, was 
postponed to 11 a.m . Sunday to give 
project officials more tim e to revise 
the mission plan. Engineers w ere 
evaluating the m atter to see what 
effect, if any, it would have on the 
astronauts’ launch plans, and also 
what the pilots might be able to do to 
correct the problem.

Planners vote 6-1 to approve

Dibona told reporters the United States 
has enough fossil fuel—coal, oil and natural 
gas— to last for centuries as long as our 


economy depends on conventional fuels," 
while researchers develop alternatives 
such as nuclear power, geothermal and 
solar energy. 
At a separate news conference, Darrell 
M. Trent, acting director of the Office of 
F^mergency Preparedness and chairman of 
the Joint Board on Fuel Supply, said gas 
rationing is unlikely, in part because it 
would be so expensive. 
“ We view gas 
rationing as being 
undesirable ana highly unlikely at this 
particular time. One reason is because the 
administrative cost of setting up a gasoline 
rationing system would range some place 
between $170 and $200 million a year.

Little legislatures 


It you think it takes both houses of the Legislature and 
approval of the Governor to make a law, forget it Within 
state 
government 
there 
are 
hundreds 
of 
“ little 
legislatures” passing laws. 
For the Legislature has, over the years, delegated power 
to make rules and regulations to the various boards, 
commissions and departments. Since departments are 
headed by appointive directors, one man can declare a law 
all by himself. 
Such regulations, once adopted, have the sam e force and 
effect as laws enacted by the Legislature. Citizens can be 
fined and even jailed on the strength of a regulation. 
The procedure for enacting regulations calls for public 
notice to be given 30 days in advance of adoption. However 
the notice may be any publication, however obscure. 
Notices must be mailed to persons who have requested 
them but failure to mail notices will not invalidate the 
regulation. 
In any event the notice need not spell out the proposed 
regulation. An “ informative sum m ary” is sufficient. 
The proceedings at which the regulation is adopted need 
not be public. Wnile the law requires that any person who 
wishes to present arguments shall be given the opportunity, 
this may be limited to written form. Thus a director may 
adopt a regulation in the privacy of his office without 
hearing any protests. Boards, of course, must meet in 
public and usually hear oral arguments. But there is 
nothing to compel the boards to weigh the opposition. 
This because there is no review of proposed regulations 
by higher authority before they become effective. And 
while the intent of the Legislature in delegating this power 
was to permit the detailed implementation of laws, 
regulations 
often 
exceed 
statutory 
authority. 
And 
sometimes 
the 
regulations 
are 
exactly 
opposite 
of 
Legislative intent Many are vague and some are just plain 
foolish. 
When regulations are adopted they are filed with the 
Office of Administrative Procedure, th e number of filings 
has more than doubled in the past ten years with over 600 
filings last year. Some of the filings contain many pages. 
Regulations filed last year covered 8,267 pages. The 
cumulative regulations fill 22 volumes known as the 
Administrative Code. 
Alarmed at what he termed a “disturbing proliferation” 
of regulations, Senator Alfred Song, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, has undertaken a study of the 
practice. 
“It seem s to me this practice of the Legislature 
delegating away its power is violative of our very basic 
doctrine of separation of powers, 
he said. 
The practice stems from the days when the Legislature 
met for only a few months every two years. It was 
expedient then to enact laws covering general policy and, 
for administrative flexibility, permit the departments to 
work out details in regulations. 
With the Legislature now meeting full time year around 
there no longer is the need for the practice. 
Song speculated that one answer might be to require 
Legislative ratification of all administrative regulations. 
There are those who think that might bog down the 
Legislature with paper work but 1 don't I think the boards 
and administrators would be most circum spect in rule 
making if they were aware of the fact all regulations would 
be subject to review by us. " 
As Song pointed out, the only power the Legislature now 
has to counteract a regulation is to pass a law, the effect of 
which would be to amend or wipe out a regulation. 
"And that,” said Song, “ is som etim es pretty hard to do.”

Abernathy, a Navy veteran who served on the aircraft 
carrier Oriskany off Vietnam, had demanded to see Mrs 
Abernathy and their two children The mother and children 
were llowri here from Bellingham, Wash , but they were not 
taken to the tank area 
Pankratz, of the Veterans Administration Hospital, said 
he would have considered it very dangerous to let Aberna 
thy near his ex wife “ At the end, my impression was that 


Abernathy was feeling helpless,” he said The psychologist 
had tried to talk the young man down from the tank 
Abernathy had been under treatment at the VA hospital 
for 2 
months. Dr 
Vincent Glaudin, also of the VA 
facility, said the patient felt very strongly about the 
sanctity of marriage. 
The end of the eight-hour ordeal on the tank came as 
Abernathy slowly descended the stairs At least seven shots

Fish have been very mixed in size, trom a bare keeper 
to 25-pounders, with an average of about 12 pounds. A tew 
silvers have also been taken Party boat angling on the slow 
side, with just enough customers to about break even 
However, rock fishing has been good, and more than makes 
up lor a shortage of salmon anglers 
Pier fishing from Pismo pier has been varied, with 
occasional good takes of small ling cod, halibut and soles, 
with some large barred perch starting to show up Perch 
fishing still good in the surt below the Oceano ramp, all the 
way down to Oso Flaco creek Below there it could be good, 
but is not too good a beach to travel in the ordinary car. 
though allright for a beach buggy-type of vehicle, and the 
fishing could be good all the way down to Mussel Rock 
We had a talk with our old t riend Virg Moores of Morro 
Bay. He is running a full-day, and halt day boat from San 
Simeon, with three boats over the weekends. Virg claims 
fishing in the waters north of San Simeon is “ lust out ot this 
world," and limits are the order of the day. we reminisced 
going out with him on his first albacore trip, many years 
ago, when he started in Morro Bay and introduced live bait 
fishing, against great opposition. 
In spite of the wind, fishing in the the Santa Barbara- 
Ventura-Hueneme area has been excellent, with daily 
limits of rock fish Port Hueneme Sport Fishing reports 
they are bringing in salmon groupers and calico bass. Also 
a sprinkling of large cow cod. 
All in all ocean fishing locally is picking up, if only the 
winds would stay away. Bottom fishing in windv weather is 
not much fun, as it is necessary to use an inordinately large 
sinker to hold the bait on the rocks. The drift is heavy, anda 
few feet makes all the difference in the world as to where 
the fish are. Get off the rocks and one will draw a blank 
everv time. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake is good on trollingvand limits of sizeable 
rainbows are being caught. Bass fishing slow. Winds have 
been bad. and held anglers off the lake, but have now eased 
up. and fishing is picking up. Prospects for a good summer 
— lots of fisn in the lake to take care of heavy angling 
pressure. 
The only planting slated for last week in Santa Barbara 
County was the Santa Ynez River. Ventura County was due 
for a full stocking of catchable trout in most streams and 
lakes. 
In San Luis Obispo County, Oceano Lagoon and Lopez 
Creek were also due to be stocked again 
Fishing in Lopez Lake has been on the slow side, despite 
a heavy stocking last week of six inch trout by the county. 
Last week we worked the lake up the Wittenberg Arm. and 
noted most shore anglers with few bites to even wake them 
up Our score: two bluegills from a boat!

Mr. C. Dickerman Williams, the 
eminent 
lawyer 
and 
scholar, 
published 15 years ago a monograph 
on the Fifth Amendment in which he 
devastatingly 
rebutted 
the 
then 
fashionable notion that no invidious 
references of any sort were to be 
drawn from the pleading of the Fifth 
Amendment. Those were the days 
when 
Congressional 
committees 
were 
routinely 
asking 
people 
whether they had been members of 
the Communist party, and when 
people routinely declined to answer 
sheltering themselves behind the 
Fifth 
Amendment 
It 
was 
Mr. 
Williams point that it is one thing to 
permit someone to take the Fifth 
Amendment, another to ask that the 
community interpret a defendant’s 
silence under such circumstances as 
meaningless. 
The fact of the m atter is that 
President Nixon has, in effect, taken 
the Fifth Amendment. He has not 
volunteered to answer questions put 
to him by. say. Senator Ervin. He 
has gone further and put fetters on 
members of his staff who are 
scheduled to appear before Senator 
Ervin and are even now appearing 
before grand juries, by advising 
them they are not to report on any 
conversations with the President, or 
on any conversations with anyone 
else concerning conversations with 
the President. 
I have said it until I am blue in the 
face that in my opinion Mr Nixon 
ought not to be impeached even if he 
is established to have had knowledge 
of Watergate before March, but it 
does not follow from that judgment, 
based on the superordination of the 


health ot the state over the demands 
of 
individual 
justice, 
that 
Mr. 
Nixon s behavior is anything less 
than contumacious. 
And it is preposterous to assume 
that a public 50 per cent of which 
(according to Gallupi believes that 
Nixon is hiding things should be 
accused of a morbid cynicism. 
For Senator Buckley to go on and 
on 
a b o u t 
R i c h a r d 
N i x o n ' s 
accomplishments is a bad case of 
ignoratio elenchi, and did not know 
the purity of the junior senator’s 
hear, one might suspect that it was 
morbidly cynical digression 
The 
men who sat in judgment on Oscar 
Wilde did not deny his extraordinary 
literary achievements. But their 
assignment, at a given moment in 
history, was to judge him innocent 
or guilty of a particular breach of 
the law. If it had been established 
that 
in 
March. 
1865, 
Abraham 
Lincoln sold oil and gas rights in 
Alaska to his brother-m-law. 
it 
would 
not 
have 
undone 
the 
magnificence of 
the Gettysburg 
Address or lessened the quality of 
his compassion Enough of that. 


Senator 
Buckley

Americans to give the President the

A 
proper 
modification of that sentiment is 
that all Americans should give the 
country the support it needs and 
deserves in this troubled time and 
that 
support 
in 
my

the factual 
story, 
a 
curiosity stimulated by President 
Nixon's tack in his April 30 address, 
is morbid It is absolutely natural

The 
land is proposed for annexation to 
the city 
On the other hand 
members 
of 
the 
citizens 
advisory 
committee for the 
General Plan will 
meet with members 
of 
an 
Ad 
Hoc 
Citizens Committee 
for 
the 
General 
Plan to discuss the 
whole 
range 
of 
zoning 
on 
county 
land 
surrounding 
the City of Lompoc. 
The advisory group was appointed 
by Supervisor Francis 11 Beattie, 
and it will make recommendations 
on zoning and land use to the County 
Planning Commission and hence to 
the supervisors themselves 
The Ad Hoc group came into being 
on the grassroots level became of 
disatisfaction on the part of some 
individuals with the official body It 
has been uncertain how many people 
the group represents, but Ad Hoc 
officials 
have 
carried 
out 
a 
systematic study of land use loi 
some months 
Everything seems to be going 
forward on the annexation proposal 
I here has been opposition from the 
Ad Hoc group, but the extent of that 
opposition 
was not 
immediately 
clear For example one official told 
tills 
reporter 
the 
press of her 
activities had prevented her from 
writing a formal note ol protest on 
tfie annexation 
But some written opposition has 
come from ecology groups Those 
groups and 
the Ad 
Hoc people 
oppose the annexation because ol 


their desire to retain the land lor 
agriculture. 
But 
the strongest 
expressions 
have focused on the size of the 
commercial area destined for the 
i m m e d i a t e 
c o r n e r 
of 
t h e 
i n t e r s e c t i o n . 
As 
t h e 
recommendation now stands before 
the City Council the developer would 
be able to build about 7 75 acres of 
commercial Opponents argued for 
a limit of about 2 4 acres, but the
